Ander- 
son made 110 attempt to conceal his 
crime. He gloatingly told all the de- 
tail- and said he had given the old man 
what he deserved. It is said_ that An- 
4erson was not rightin hia mind, and 
that oue of his hallucinations waa that 
Fndman had deprived him of a large 
•urn of money. The troth ia the two 
men had had no dealings together, aa 
Anderson came to New Richmond on a 
ihantyboat only a few months ago and 
claimed to be a paperhanger. 


Btcauia Wildly Excited. 


The crowd about the jail soon became 


wildly eicited. As the negro's conies- 
rion became known cries of ••Lynch 
him," "Hang the coward," arose. A 
rope was brought and the end seemed 
near. Prominent citizens addressed the 
mob, imploring moderation. Anderson 
was m his cell, on his knees, crying for 
mercy. The marshal, when a momen- 
tary lull came, attempted to take An- 
derson to a more secure jail at Batavia, 
the county Beat. No sooner did the 
maa appear outside the jail than the 
frenzied mob rushed at the marshal, 
anti seizing the prisoner bore him qnick- 
ly to the nearest tree, and in a brief 
tune he was dead. There waa no mask- 
ing, no attempt at concealment. Every 
person present and engaged in the mob 
knew all the others. 
It wa* simply an 


act of freiizy under most aggravating 
circumstances. The murdered man was 
endeared to every citizen and his taking 
off was so su;'<den that his friands and 
neighbors seemed to have lost their 
rtasou.

this year It takes in 82,000,000 acres. 
Such comparison* Indicate how much 
superior are the harvests of this sea- 
son over any other. 


The corn production of 181)0 was 


valued at t754.433,451 and In 1892, 
when the yield was 2,0«o,lft4 bushels, 
the value was l«42, Mti.ino at the 
rate of ?« oeat* a bushel. This year 
UM estimate of 2,500,000,000 bushels 
Is baaed oa an average selling price 
of 30 oeets a bushel, and la this sin- 
gle oereaj alone the farmers have a 
retarn of 1750,066,000, even at that 
tow rate.

If parents want any 
jmrtioiilar creed taoght to their^hiUren 
It is tbe part of thobc pareiiu to have it 
taqgbt «t home, or at least outside of 
the public sehoolhoose and school boors. 
In New York state some yean ago tbe 
school fond was divided and given part- 
ly for the maintenance of parochial 
schoo's. But tbe new constitution adopt- 
ed last fall expressly prohibits this from 
being done any lunger. Now tbe public 
school is open to all children whose par- 
ents see fit to send them thereto, and no 
creed is allowed to be tanght iu any shape 
or form. This is plainly in accord with 
the intent of tbe United States constitu- 
tion. In the Canadian provinces, how- 
ever, the school fund is still divided and 
a portion of it appropriated to separate 
nse of the Roman Catholics. The prov- 
ince of Manitoba, being largely Protest- 
ant, has refused to do this. After mnch 
trouble and discussion her legislature 
finally passed a law appn^riatiug the 
public school fond to the stato school, 
with no provision for assisting the sepa- 
rate Roman Catholic parochial schools. 
The Catholics of the territory appealed 
to th« Dominion government to forct 
Manitoba to divide the fund. An ordei 
was given to that effect 
Manitoba re 


fused to obey on the ground that the Do- 
minion government bad no jurisdiction 
in this purely territorial issne, 


So the matter stands. The Catholics 


of the French provinces are endeat unng 
to force the government to compel Mani- 
toba to divide the fund, while Maum>b» 
as steadily refuses. 
The question muni 


come before the next Canadian parlia- 
ment. But Manitoba can settle the mat 
ter for herself by seceding from the 
Canadian confederation. Would the oth 
or pruviuceii penult her to do it? 


Vivisection In Schools. 


Hot many people are aware of the 


growing tendency to illustrate lessou* 
in physiology aud certain other branch- 
es of study in common schools by tbe 
torture and dissection of small living 
animals. Tin** helpless creatures are 
cut, burnt aud dissected while yet alive, 
to show the children the circulation of 
blood, the ganglia of the nervoub bys- 
tem, etc. 


This is shocking aud inexcusable 


cruelty. If the imitative young animals 
we call children go home after such les- 
sons and experiment on tLeir baby 
brothers aud sister* and on the domestic 
animals around the house, none need be 
surprised. There stems to be a natural 
bent to cruelty in Ui klron. With the 
fiiu'i fwliugK ami ixiUMUuuee }i't and£ 
veloped, they delight in torruung crea- 
tures more \\ oak and helplces than theni- 
pelves. There is no explanation of tins 
barbarous tendency, which is also found 
in savages. It is simply there and must 
be reckoned with. Now to inflame and 
increase this native disunion iu chil- 
dren, as vivisection of birds and cats 
in schools does, is simply criminal. They 
who do it are taking on themselves a 
responsibility they will not like Jo 
shoulder iu cormng years. Dead am- 
mals or the eyes aud other {tarts of dead 
animals can bo nsed for illustrating 
anatomy. The circulation of the blood 
can be exhibited iu & living frog's foot 
nnder the microscope vithout hurting 
the frog.
